"Casement was a fanatic and his 
crimes, like those of many other fana- 
tics, r.re free from the taints of sordid- 
ness and meaness. The death penalty 
will <io nothing to kill such dreams as 
his. Rather, it will give them life. 
"For the sake of the new Ireland, 
which we hope to see, it is a moment 
for clemency."

prices of food and fuel. The resolu- 
tions expresses the view that price 
regulation could be enforced only by 
a department of the government with 
power to commandeer and distribute 
food and fuel, flx freight rates, requis- 
ition home grown crops, and establish 
standard prices for fuel. 
The mover of the resolution said 
prices had Increased 59 per cent ow- 
ing largely to the rise in freights and 
greater cost of coal.

shipment has been 
purchased by agents of the Heinrich

v.-hile shipped to Holland will prob-

FOR FRANCE IN WAR 


Trench 
Officials 
and

Show-up Costly and Unnecessary 


Facts in Military Operation. 


[*JV ASSOCIATED I'UKSS.) 


Paris, June 30.—Red tape in France 
was expected to crumble under 
tne 
pressure of war, but it seems to show 
resisting powers quite equal to tho.se 
of the armies, armor 
and concrete. 
Tho late General Gallieni vigorously 
assailed it and was thought to have 
made a big breach in its breastworks, 
at least in so far as concerned 
the 
war department. Evidence comes to 
light ever-- day, however, showing 
that its principal strongholds are un- 
touched. 
Among the latest examples of what, 
the French call "paperasserie" a morn- 
ing paper produces a photograph 
showing a roll 8% yards long, made 
o£ sheets of official paper pasted to- 
gether; it required the time of sev- 
eral clerks several days to nots upon 
these sheets duplicate entries of the 
balance of pay and meal indemnities 
due to the soldiers of a single com- 
pany while on Ifjave.

these postal orders at C

ceipt of each order, writes a new note, 
adds a new stamp and a new signa- 
ture, then sends the order to the di- 
rector of the works in wihch the sol- 
dier is employed; the works director 
acknowledges reoeipt of the sums, en- 
ters them in a special register, after 
which the order i.s finally delivered to 
the soldier in exchange for a receipt 
and which receipt takes the inverse 
road and follows the 
different hier- 
archic stages until it gets back to the 
army corps. 
The soldier, provided 
with identifying papers, can then col- 
lect his two cents or four cents as the 
case may be. in exchange for another 
recepit, another signature and another 
stamp. 


An order was given to all the heads 


of the different services of the 
war 
department that all clerical work 
should be simplified and that every 
document not indispensable should be 
done away with. ' wever, it recently 
transpired that the director of 3very 
Red Cross hosp'-al received a circular 
calling for a detailed report 
regard- 
ing each patient treated in the hospi- 
tal, comprising four full 
typewritten 
pages of Questions. An experimental 
demonstration proved tha.t it required 
two days time of one of the nurses to 
fill out the circular as required, for a 
single patient. Consequently had the 
demand been complied with, it would

It has often been stated that the 
deficiencies of armament, both in the

Last month, according to the com- 
mission records, 1,493 compensation 
cases were settled. 
In May of last 
year there were only 831, The com- 
mission statisticians 
say tha't there 
has been an Increase of 64 per cent in 
the number of accidents reported in 
the first five months of 1916 as against 
the first five months oE 1915. Tbis ab- 
normal 
increase is, of course, ex- 
plained by 'the existing abnormal in- 
dustrial conditions.

FRANCE IS GUARDING ITS 


SUPPLY OF SUGAR CAREFULLY

Paris, June 30.—Two hundred tons 
of American granulated sugar distrib- 
uted daily to retail grocers in Paris 
has relieved a tension that was becom- 
ing acute, particularly because of the 
importance of sugar in the French- 
man's morning coffee.

PRISONER FROM SIBERIA

Some -.Weeds' Worse Than Others. 
Whiles-there-are many weeds which 


are provtag troublesome on farms, 
there are two, according to R. A. 
Moore of the college of agriculture, 
which ara pre-eminently noxious, par- 
ticularly in Wisconsin and the north 
central states. These are quack grass 
and.Canada thistle. Those weeds are 
extremely 
difficult to eradicate be- 


causa of thair peculiar nature and 
habits. 


Wild mustard has also become a 


very-.serious post in the grain fields of 
many states, and in some sections is 
getting beyond the control of farmers 
using ordinary methods of eradica- 
tion. 
Land values have deteriorated 


wheresthe fields have become .thickly 
seeded to mustard. Considerable ef- 
. fort has been expended by farmers in 
pulling the mustard plants when in 
full bloom at a time when the weed 
could be easllyirecognized in the grain 
fields, but when fields became badly 
infested this was a laborious task, 
and often was done at the expense of 
one-half or more of the crop. 


Other weeds which are especially 


obnoxious are the sow thistle, star 
thistle, English plantain, ox-eye daisy, 
toad flax, dodder, and velvet loaf, and 
in many sections other weeds are 
serious. 


Must Fight Quack Grass, 


Mr. Mooro describes quack grass 


as "perennial plant living from year 
to year unless 'prevented by some un- 
usual circumstances. It reproduces it- 
self by means of seed and by means 
of the rootstoeks. It is the rootstock 
which gives the plant its noxious char- ' 
acter, as this must bo killed to eradi-; 
cats it and it possesses a great deal of 
vitality. At each joint new roots are i 
thrown out and at any ot them new \ 
stems start. 
In this way the grass j 


spreads rapidly and a piece of the 
rootstock with one of these joints on 
it will produce a new plant, although 
it may not be over one-halt inch long. 


"The whole plant grows rapidly and 


ripens its seed usually in July and, 
where growing in me.adov.-s, may be 
gathered in the hay, from whence it 
gets into tbe manure to be scattered 
broadcast over the farm. If growing 
in grain it will be harvested and 
threshed with the grain, and if thej 
grain is not graded with extreme care 
some of the quack grass will be sown 
on the fields the nest year. 


Canada Thistles Menace Farming. 
"Uhe quack grass, tbe Canada this- 


tle is a perennial plant. In height it 
ranges from one to three feet, depend- 
ins oil conditions. Unlike quack grass 
It has ao rootstoeks, but is possessed 
of teue roots, the parts of which are 
capable ot producing plants. 
When 


undisturbed by cultivation, the roots 
are,apt to lie near the surface, but 
go deeper in cultivated soils and where 
it Is particularly loose and porous 
;may be found at a depth of three feet 


"Canada thistles seldom bear sead 


in flelda that are cultivated annually, 
but in those that are seeded down to 
clover or ffrasees, the seed is often pro- 
duces abundantly the year after seed- 
ing. The increase of these pests, how- 
ever, is due largely ta.the roots which 
spread out rapklly in all directions 
and are transplanted in widely d's- 
tant portions of the farm by the plow 
drag, and cultivator. 
' 


Eradication Means Work. 


Many methods have been devised 


and advocated for the eradication of 
quack grass and Canada thistles The 
success of any method depends very 
largely upon soil and weather condi- 
tions and a method which has proven 
entirely successful under one set of 
conditions has frequently failed when 
used under somewhat different condi- 
tions. Quack grasa is more .persistent 
and more difficult to eradicate than 
the Canada thistle, hence any method 
which will eradicate the former will 
surely destroy the latter. 


((Cul»(VBte and Fallow One Year. 
"Thia method- oan be need miccese- 


fully except on wet or extremely W. 
ous soils. No crop, caa-bo grown-dur- 
ing tie year in which this treatment 
is Being given. It consists of plow- 
ing deep enough to reach the horizon- 
tal roots, four times in a dry season 
and oftenar if the season la wet 
in 


fact, plowing may proatably be begun 
as soon as a crop is removed the pre- 
ceding year. 


"In the Intervals between plowings i 


the ground should be cultivated often ! 
enough to prevent all leaf growth The 
=„,*„., ^pthharrow_ makes an excel-1 


lent tool ror tnis purpose, but any ex- 
posure ot the roots to the hot winds 
and glaring sunshine of cummer rap- 
idly kills them. 


"This fallowing method is more cer- 


tain to result in complete eradication 
than any other which has been tried. 
It gets rid of the weeds with one 
year's work. The thorough cultivation 
of the soil leaves it in splendid condi- 
tion, so' that a much larger crop can 
be obtained the following year than 
would have been possible had tho 
weeds remained, and the field will con- 
tinue to bear good crops after ths 
weeds are eliminated. 


Can Use a Cultivated Crop. 


"Where quack grass or thistles axe 


to be removed while a crop is being 
raised plowing should begin in the 
summer or autumn as soon as the 
former crop is removed, the earlier the 
better. This should be followed by 
careful cultivation until the ground 
freezes up. The next spring plowing 
should be done as soon as soil condi- 
tions permit and be continued at inter- 
vals of four weeks until the first ot' 
July. 


"Between the plowing* thorough cul-': 


tivation should be practiced. 
On the 


date mentioned the seed bed should i 
be carefully prepared and the land 
sown to millet or buckwheat at the 
rate of three pecks to the acre. The 
previous treatment will have so weak- 
ened tho weeds that the millet or 
buckwheat gets well established be- 
fore the weeds recover sufficiently to 
begin growth. 
Both of these crops 


grow rapidly' and provide a dense 
shade underneath which the weeds 
cannot thrive.. 


"This method is almost sure death 


to Canada thistles, but often fails with 
quack grass and must be adopted ad- 
visedly. If followed by plowing again 
In the fall after the crop is removed 
and by thorough cultivation the suc- 
ceeding spring, all weeds would un- 
doubtedly be killed. The advantage 
of this method over the first lies in 
the fact that it allows the production 
of a crop during the process o£ weed i 
eradication. Its disadvantage is that 
it is not so certain to be successful.'
